The Torrance Charter Re
view Committee, ordered
dissolved effective Dec. 31
by a split City Council last
Tuesday, has scheduled an-
other session for Wednes-
day.

The announcement came
last night after a 15-minute
closed session which iol-
lowing a public hearing on
the committee’s tentative
draft charter.

Councilmen voted 4.3
Tucsday to dissolve the com-
mittee, effective Dec. 31
The action came after Larry
Bowman, chairman of the
Charter review group, had
asked for a two-month ex-
tention on the committee's
deadline for a final report.
Bowman also asked for
$3,000 to hire a consultant
to help write the final draft

BOTH the extension and
the request for a consultant
were denied by councilmen,
who then ordered the com-
mittee to submit its final re-
port by Dec. 31

Mayor Albert Isen made
the motions to dissolve the
committee after a sharp at-
tack on the committee's pro-
posed charter.

During a two and one-half
hour hearing last night,
varfous city department
heads pleaded with the com-
mittee to reconzider plans
to modify civil service regu-
